Venerable Jurist 
Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes, “dean” of the United States 
supreme court, on his 86th birthday finds himself laden with 
national honors, richly deserved. 
By general consent, this elderly gentleman, son of the original 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, and no less beloved than his famous 
father, is rated as the foremost Jiving American jurist. And this 
not on the basis of past work, done* in middle life, but on the solid 
basis of the work he is still doing. It seems to be the literal truth 
that Justice Holmes’ prime of life is now. No other member of 
the supreme court, it is said, does more work or better work. No 
other seems to have the facility of this octogenarian in digesting 
a difficult case and writing his opinion. 
When asked recently when he expected to resign, he replied: 
“Not until the Almighty himself requests it.” 
The Almighty is evidently reluctant to part with so useful a 
servant. 


Old Age Annuities 
A bill for old age pensions on a national scale has passed the 
Canadian House of Commons 
Meanwhile a comprehensive plan 
for take care of the country’s aged on a more self-respecting basis 
is being worked out by the minister of labor. 
The latter plan counts on paying perhaps one dollar a day for 
the rest of his life to every worker who reaches the age of 65 
years. The fund would be suppled by regular contributions from 
the worker, the employer, the national government and the pro­ 
vincial government, amounting respectively to 9, 9, 5 and 5 cents 
a week in the case of a worker starting at the age of 22 years, and 
naturally rising if the start is made later in life. 
These small 
payments might be increased to any desired amount in order to 
increase the old-age payments above the basic dollar a day. 
Some such legislation seems likely to be adopted in Canada 
before long. It would be regarded as pretty radical in this coun­ 
try. And perhaps it isn’t needed so much here. 
If our present prosperity continues, surely there should be 
little difficulty on the part of any normal American in accumu­ 
lating, during his working life, enough to take care of his old age 
by established methods of individual savings and investment. 
Personal thrift is to be encouraged more than philanthropic legis­ 
lation. Those who cannot or will not save, however, must always 
be taken care of somehow.

The Value of Playgrounds. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., March l l .— 
The num ber of play spaces or play­ 
grounds necessary to m eet the needs 
of children of different ages in a com 
r inity is indicated by the statem ent 
that they are ju st as im portant as 
school buildings, and even more so. 
Hence the vStablishment 
of 
play 
grounds should m arch abreast with 
or should parallel the establishm ent 
or reconstruction of school building.3. 
An adequate playground for all he 
children of t1- i community is an essen­ 
tial part of any modern school plan* 
For children above school age facili­ 
ties in addition to the s< bool play­ 
ground are necessary. 
Such are the views of H ark W. 
H etherington, professor of 
physical 
education in New York university. The 
isiz- of the playground, he says, is a 
more technical problem because it "**■ 
quires an understanding of the nee Is 
of children. 
Tile old criterion of 25 
square feet per child, borrowed from 
the slums of London, is totally iua le < 
quate. 
The size of the playground 
must be considered aud determ ined bv 
its functions as a community play 
center for all the children of the com­ 
m unity in their social play activities. 
Moreover, the large am ount of time 
naturally consumed in these activities 
to gain developm ent demands a spa e 
th at will accom modate if possible .ti1 
the children of the school or commun­ 
ity in organized play a t one time. 
The scientific m ethod of determ m 
ing I he size of a playground for at’.v 
given school or com m unity^says Pro­ 
fessor H etherington. is to reduce the 
problem to units of space for unit 
num bers of children in specified aer:*, 
ities In the spaces. The process is <o 
divide the total num ber of children cf 
the school or any group to be arco i 
modated bv the unit num ber of chiel 
ren of a unit space and multifly the -(■ 
suits by the unit space. Thus for ar 
elem entary school of 500 the minimum 
reauirem eut would be two and one 
half acres, but an adequate provision 
would be ten acres. For a high school 
of 500 children the minimum require­ 
m ent would be five acres, but an ade­ 
quate provision 
would 
be 
tw enty 
ceres. 
Financial Problem Involved. 
On this basis com paratively few oily 
schools have 
adequate playgrounds 
and m any schools can never be sc 
eouipped because of the high value of 
the real estate th at wauld have to l*e 
acquired. There is a financial problem 
involved and school and commua v 
budgets will have to change radically. 
Iii fact, the first essential change is 
in the viewpoint of those who m ake 
the budgets. 
A higher realization of 
the need for the organization of child 
ren’s play activities will have to come 
before proper budgets can be secured, 
but It is believed that w hh the grow­ 
ing 
unde; Handing bV parents and 
teachers of the im portance of play 
for the developm ent, health, nad cha.* 
a tte r discipline of children there will 
b~ a public opinion th at will bring 
this about.

Old Age Annuities 


A bill for old age pensions oil a national scale has passed ihc 
Canadian House of Commons. 
Meanwhile a comprehensive plan 
for take care of the country’s aged on a more self-respecting basis 
is being worked out by Hie minister of labor. 
The latter plan counts on paying perhaps one dollar a day for 
the rest of his life to every worker who reaches the age of 65 
years. The fund would be suppled by regular contributions from 
the worker, the employer, the national government and the pro­ 
vincial government, amounting respectively to 9, 9, 5 and 5 cents 
a week iii the case of a worker starting at tho age of 22 years, and 
naturally rising if the start is made later in life. 
These small 
payments might be increased to any desired amount in order to 
increase the old-age payments above the basic dollar a day. 
Some such legislation seems likely to be adopted in Canada 
before long. It would be regarded as pretty radical in this coun­ 
try. And perhaps it isn’t needed so much here. * 
If our present prosperity continues, surely there should be 
little difficulty on the part of any normal American in accumu­ 
lating, during his working life, enough to take care of his old age 
by established methods of individual savings and investment. 
Personal thrift is to be encouraged more than philanthropic legis­ 
lation.

Roy Wallen, 33, coal miner, of East 
Salineville, charged with first degree 
murder in the death >f Rodney Ogle, 
57, also a miner, who was shot down in 
his home on Eel) 6 last, testified in 
common pleas court, Lisbon, late yes­ 
terday afternoon, that tile slain man 
was 
quarrelsome 
and 
bad 
made 
threats against the life of the defend 
ant. 
Joseph 
Hannum, 
owner 
of 
the 
North Branch Coal company's miin j 
declared that he did not go to the 
J 
Ogle house on the night of the fatal 
shooting “for fear he (Ogle) 
rise up and kill me.” 
Wallen’s stepfather, E It. Davis, of 
Covington. Ky., hut formerly of Wells­ 
ville and East Liverpool, swore tim 
while painting a sign on the east of 
Die East Salineville coal mine tipple 
in- 1923, he caught Ogle pointing a 
gun through a crack 'n a barn. 
"-fe 
nlso said that Oerle had said to him 
“Von had 
better get him <meaning 
Wallen) out of here or you will find 
him dead some of these days.” 
C.corge Ti Davis, a brother of E R 
Davis, and employed as a street car 


Sheriff on Witness Stand. 
After D. F. Cobbs, of the county sur­ 
veyor's office, had identified a floor 
plan of the Ogle home, which Judge 
William D. Duncan, of Findlay, pro- 
siding at the trial, permitted to be in­ 
troduced in evidence over the objec­ 
tion of defense counsel, Sheriff George 
Wright was called to the witness 
chair. 
“When 
Deputy Sheriff Lawrence 
Kindsvatter and I reached the Ogle 
home shortly after 12 
o'clock 
the 
morning of Feb. 7 we found Ogle lying 
outside the door on the east side of 
his home with his hands lifted and 
backward from his head,” Wright test!- 
tied said under direct examination by 
Prosecutor Robert M Brookes. 
“Ogle was dead. A dog was lying 
between his outstretched legs. 
We 
wfent Into the home and found a rifle 
and a shot gun on the floor, with the 
barrel of each pointing from the sit­ 
ting room to the doorway leading into 
the kitchen.” 
Brookes took a rifle and a single 
barrel shotgun to the witness stand, 
and these were identified by the wit­ 
ness as those taken (rom the Ogle 
home. 
They were Introduced as ex 
hibits of the state. 
“Both the rifle and the shotgun had 
heil recently fired. We then went to 
the Hannum home, where we found 
Wallen and his wife and Hannum 
might I When we knocked at the door. Wcl- 
I leu answered the summons, and Lash­ 
ed him what he knew about the shoot 
ing. Wallen said he ‘did it.’” 
Sheriff Wright then pulled from his 
outer rout pocket an automatic Colt 
revolver and two empty wheels and 
one loaded 25 calibro shell. The wit­ 
ness read into tile record an identifi­ 
cation of these 
shells 
by 
certain 
marks. 
“This is the revolver or pistol Wa I 
Ion said he used.” Wright testified. 
“We took Wallen 
back to the Ogle 
home and Wallen said to us that ‘Ogle

Wallen 
claimed all 
.shots 
went 
into 
the 
kitchen, but the witness said that lie 
could not observe any bullet marks in 
the wall of 
the 
kitchen.” 
Deputy 
Kindsvatter and I examined the walls 
in the kitchen but we did not find any 
shot marks,’’ Wright said. 
The floor plan map that had been 
previously introduced was laid o r Hie 
floor of the court room by Brookes 
and the witness was asked to leave 
the witness stand and indicate on the 
plan where the 
rifle, 
.shotgun 
and 
three shells were found. 
As this inquiry 
was progressing 
Judge Duncan left the bench and stood 
in the centre aisle of the jury box. 
Observed Bullet Holes in Floor. 
“We later observed bullet holes ie 
the floor of the sitting room of the 
Ogle home, and Wednesday we ob­ 
served 
that one of 
these had been 
plugged with a substance resembling 
hair and dirt,” Wright said. “When 
Deputy Kindsvatter and T first went 
into the Ogle home we saw four bot­ 
tles of beer in the sitting room and a 
quart 
bottle containing 
about two 
inches of beer sitting on the kitchen 
table. 
These bottles were not there 
when the jury went to the home Wed­ 
nesday. Tile home was as dirty Wed­ 
nesday when the jury was there as it 
was the night we first entered it, but 
the bottles were missing. 
“We saw the guns the first time we 
visited the house. I asked Wallen how 
long it had been since he had been in 
the Lisbon jail, and he asked me if I'd 
talked with Ogle. I said to Wallen that 
Ogle was dead. Wailea dill not show 
any emotion. 
“We took Wallen to tile Ogle home 
and viewed*the body which was still 
lying outside. We then went into the 
Ogle house, and remained there lh or 
15 minutes. We found the hullet holes 
in the floor of the sitting room when 
we visited the Ogle home at 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon the day after he was 
shot, but we tdeked up a loaded and 
an empty shell that night and found 
the other empty shell, tile next day. 
We didn’t disturb a thing the first 
time we went into the house. Marshall 
Rouoks of Salineville was with us that 
Sunday night.” 
Spectator Faints. 
Just as Sheriff Wright concluded his 
testimony. Mrs. John ringer of Jordoti- 
villt, a suburb of Lisbon, a spectator, 
fainted and fell to tile floor. She was 
picked up and carried to the court, 
chamber in the rear of the court room. 
In about 30 minutes she was revived, 
and returned to the court room. 
James McGarry, an aged bachelor 
residing some distance from the Ogle 
home, followed Sheriff Wright on the 
witness stand. He testified under ex­ 
amination bv Defense Attorney \ \ . A 
O’Gradv that Wallen ( ame to his home 
the night of Fob. C>, shortly after 
9 
o’clock and was accompanied bv his 
wife Angeline. Responding to a knock 
i at the door. M e O a rr v said lie was a^k 
od if Rose Householder was there and 
that Angeline wanted Rose to come 
out as “ Angeline had something to say 
to ber.” 
Mr. McGarry said that he told Wal­ 
len that Rose was not going out. An­ 
geline went into the house and Wal­ 
len said that “she is my wife.” and that 
he then said that “he was going to 
take her out of there and let lier go to 
hell.” 
The witness testified that the 
wife of Wallen was weeping when she 
entered his home. 
Ender cross-examination by O'Grady 
the witness testified that Rose House­ 
holder got milk at their home when 
lier family lived in that neighborhood 


several years ago and that she has vis­ 
ited the home four or five times since 
moving away from that locality. 
“You’re not related to Rose, ere 
you?” the witness was asked. 
“I’m not married,” he said. 
The witness 
said 
that he was 
Ogle’s first cousin. 
He testified that 
Rose Householder had told him that 


Rose and her brother arrived at their 
home at 9:05 o’clock the night of 
Feb. 6 and that Rose was excited. She 
related Rose said she had been at 
the Ogle home and had “told us what 
had happened.” 
“Angeline and Wallen cam* to our 
house about IO o’clock,” Miss McGar­ 
ry continued, “and Wallen wanted to 
she feared Wallen was going to shoot know if Rose was there. 
Wallen said 
her, and when this remark /•as mad 
»o him Wallen was then standing on 
the porch of the McGarry home. Rose 
was very nervous, and I told Wallen I 
wat not going to let any one talk to 
her except the prosecuting attorney 
and the sheriff. She left for Kensing 
ton with her brother. Paul, the next 
morning, taking the 9 o'clock train 
from Salineville, and at Kensington 
got a bus and wont to Lisbon. 
The witness declared that Paul La- 
gara, a brother of Rose’s said that 
Wallen bad picked his wife from the 
floor of the Ogle home by tho ears, 
and that Paul bad said to him. “Wal­ 
len did the shooting.” 
He said that he had not been at the 
Ogle home for six months, and that 
when he was there last he saw a 
target gun” hanging on the wall 
He 
ro ile d that Rose and her brother, 
Paul, had left their home the next, 
morning and that Ogle had lived in the 
house where he was shot for about a 
month. 
Miss McGarry Testifies. 
Miss Mary Jane McGarry, a sister 
of the preceding witness, testified silo 
was 58 years of age. She said under

Mill Worker Indicted 
for Slaying of Dr. 
Deigo Delfino. 
Nick Bartola, 32. 
Follansbee 
mill 
worker, was indicted by the Brooke 
county grand Jury Wednesday In con­ 
nection with the slaying of Dr. Deign 
Delfino, Follansbee-Steubenville phy­ 
sician, whose bullet-riddled body was 
found in ''is automobile parked aluug 
the Steubenville-Foliansbee 
highway 
last December. 
Bartola. arrested at Columbus, three 
weeks after the crime and identified 
as the last man seen with the physi­ 
cian before he was killed, wilt be tried 


next month on a first degree murder 
indictment returned against him by 
the grand jury sitting at Wellsburg. 
Although 
Brooke county officials 
are divulging none of the information 
they hold against Bartola. it is said 
that the trial will bring out the fact 
that he has been identified by the 
physician’s housekeeper as the* man 
w'ho came to the doctor’s office at dusk 
on the evening he was murdered and 
rode with him in the Defino automo­ 
bile in the direction of Steubenville 
Five hours later 
the 
bullet-riddled 
body was found, the engine of the doc­ 
tor’s automobile still running and the 
headlights still burning. 
Although authorities have 
mads 
nothing public concerning the case 
they hold against Bartola or what In 
formation was given to the indicting 
jurors, it Is reported that Bartola had 
made a threat upon Dr. Defino’s life 
after Bartola’s child died following an 
illness. 
Dr. Defino had been attend­ 
ing the child during its illness. Fol­ 
lowing the murder Bartola disappear­ 
ed and was traced to Ohio.

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TEETH IN RELATION TO HEALTH 


CANDY VS. GOOD TOOTH FOODS 


(Editor's note—The following is 
the sixth of a series of articles 
on various phases of 
dentistry 
prepared by a representative of 
the East Llverpool-Wellsville Den­ 
tal society). 


Candy has been used as a reward 
to long for doing things that grown 
up folks as well as children have for 
gotten that candy is a food; but don t 
jnisunderstand, it is never to be given 
In the place of food, which is too oft 
in done, and never should be eaten 


between 
meals. 
That i9 the time, 
however, when most of it is eaten and 
in substituting for the food that would 
be eaten at the next meal the child 
does not get the proper nourishment 
that he should have. 
Candy contains sugar, and that part 
of it is all right, but the child as we1' 
as the adult needs many other foods 
than sugar. 
We would not think of 
giving a bowl of toast and milk os a 
reward to the child because t hat is 
part of 
his regular meal. 
We give 
him a bit of chocolate, and 
supper

All 
his troubles are lightened 
with candy. 
When he weeps or suf 
fers pain he is fed a piece of candy. 
Then when the doctor examines him 
and finds him undernourished and un 
derweight. his teeth in bad condition 
and his digestion poor, he decides to 
put him on a diet. 
This could have 
been prevented had randy been oon 
sidered a food ami given to the child 
with the 
meal instead of 
between 
meals as a reward to have the child 
do what we want him to do. 
Candy eaten with 
or immediately 
after meals does no damage to tin 
appetite and may induce a child who 
has not a very big appeite to fake a 
little more fo o d because he fancies 
its flavor. 
As a flavor, sugar enables 
us to give a child the p leasan t of 
some sweet, and as long as it Is wise­ 
ly used, need not be withheld from 
the diet altogether. 
Candy harms the teeth also by ad 
tiering Jo their 
surfaces, the saliva 
making a syrup of It which gets nto 
the grooves of the teeth and leaves a 
sticky layer on which the bacteria of 
decay will grow. 
To eat sweets and avoid decay the 
teeth need to be brushed very thor­ 
oughly 
immediately 
after 
eating. 
When 
cavities 
are 
present 
thev 
should he filled since the tooth brush 
cannot clean cavities thoroughly. The 
use of slightly acid foods as the last 
article to be eaten in a meal is bene­ 
ficial. The acid removes these sticky 
particles and has a stimulating effect 
upon the salivary glands so that the 
free flow of saliva following quickly 
neutralizes the acid. 
In the light of modern studies in 
nutrition, one is inclined to think of 
certain foods as tooth foods We are 
beginning to know' at any late, that 
faulty development of the teeth in in­ 
fants and older children, detects in 
eruption of teeth and decay of the 
teetfi are associated with tile luck of 


certain essential 
Ingredients in th*1 
diet. 
The development during very early 
life of a sound set of teeth is most 
important. 
Foods best for tooth de 
velopment at this age are: Milk—a 
quart a day—some to drink, some ou 
cereal, some for soups, some for sim­ 
ple desserts as custards, junkets, etc.! 
Leafy vegetables, especially he tender 
varieties, as spinach, and beet tops, 
are favored. 
All other easily digested 
vegetables, properly cooked t an be in-' 
troduced gradually. Use some fruit, 
raw or cooked, daily. 
Win Ie grain 
cereals, hard whole wheat cr whole 


rye bread are good for chewing and 
exercising the t.eth and jaws. Eggs, 
not more than one daily, a-e prefer- 
! able to meat. 
Restrict the sw eets in 
the diet, especially white sugar in any 
form. 
It is best 
to obtain sweets 
from natural sources such as figs, 
dates, raisins, honey and maple syrup 
Proper care, daily cleaning and reg 
ular \isits to the dentist will help to 
Keep the temporary teeth in good con­ 
dition until they are replace I by the 
permanent 
set. 
The use of proper; 
food with the emphasis on ni:.sttca-{ 
tion (thoroughly 
chewing the food) j 
also affects the health of the tcmpor-i 


ary’ teeth and provides building mater 
ials for the continuous development 
of the permanent set. 
Remember children and older ones, 
too, that a chocolate bar or lump of 
sugar can never give you a beautiful 
set of teeth, or help you to keep the 
good teeth you already have, if you in­ 
sist on eating it at the time when you 
should be eating 
wholesome foods, 
fruits, and vegetables 
that contain 
mineral salts for good teeth.

Justice Oliver Wendell Holmes, “dean” oi’ the United States 
supreme court, on Ii is 845th birthday finds himself laden with 
national honors, richly deserved. 
By general consent, this elderly gentleman, son of the original 
(Wiver Wendell Holmes, and no less beloved than his famous 
lather, is rated as tin* foremost living American jurist. And this 
not on the ba.- is of past work, done in middle life, but on the solid 
basis of the work he is still doing. It seems to be the literal truth 
that Justice Holmes’ prime of life is now. 
No other member of 
the supreme court, it is said, docs more work or better work. No 
other seems to have the facility of this octogenarian in digesting 
a difficult case and writing his opinion. 
When asked recently when he expected to resign, lie replied: 
“Not until tho Almighty himself requests it.” 
The Almighty is evidently reluctant to part with so useful a 
servant. 


O ld A g e A nnuities 
A bill for old age pensions on a national scale has passed tho 
Canadian House of Commons 
Meanwhile a comprehensive plan 
for take care of the country’s aged on a more selfrespecting basis 
is being worked out by the minister of labor. 
The latter plan counts on paying perhaps one dollar a day for 
the rest of his life to every worker who reaches the age of 65 
years. The fund would be suppled by regular contributions from 
the worker, the employer, the national government and the pro­ 
vincial government, amounting respectively to I), 9, 5 and 5 cents 
a week in the ease of a worker stalling at the age of 22 years, and 
naturally rising if the sta ll is made later in life. 
These small 
payments might be increased to any desired amount in order to 
Increase the old-age payments above the basic dollar a day. 
Some such legislation seems likely to be adopted in Canada 
before long. It would be regarded as pretty radical in this coun­ 
try. And perhaps it isn’t needed so much here. 
If our present prosperity continues, surely there should be 
little difficulty on the p ail of any normal American in accumu­ 
lating. during his working life, enough to take care of his old age 
by established methods of individual savings and investment. 
Personal thrift is to be encouraged more than philanthropic legis­ 
lation. Those who cannot or will not save, however, m ust always 
be taken care of somehow.
